information when available. 
Otherwise, compare prices by 
dividing the quantity (usually 
in ounces) into the price, to 
get the product price per 
ounce. 
Also, compare the 
I cost 
of buying food 
in 
different forms, 
such 
as 
fresh, frozen or canned, or 
the weight of the package, 
that gives the best price per 
serving. 
Compare 
the prices of 
similar 
foods 
that 
are 
packaged differently; such as 
canned, 
fresh, frozen and 
powdered orange juice. Make 
c o m p a r i s o n s 
on 
a 
ready-to-serve basis. 


To make an intelligent 
choice among brands of the 
same product, test different 
ones to see which will give 
the 
greatest 
quality 
and 
number of servings. Usually, 
a 
middle- 
priced 
can of 
canned fruits or vegetables 
has good flavor and color. 
Less costly cans of some 
vegetables combine well with 
other foods and for use in 
soups. 
Do not be misled by the 
shape or size of containers in 
which 
the 
same 
food 
is 
packaged. 
Assuming 
that 
quality and other factors are 
equal, buy on the basis of 
price per ounce or cost per 
serving. 
Shop 
carefully 
for 
low-cost foods within each 
food group. 
Read the labels carefully 
to see that you are getting 
equal volume and quality for 
the price. 
Using grades in making 
the

can 
generally reduce the amount

Government 
grades 
will

MEDALLION (Plant Patent 2997) has by far the largest 
individual blooms of the three, reaching, in some areas, the 
huge diameter of seven to eight inches. The very broad, 
heavy 35 petals m aking up the bloom are a distinct soft 
apricot-pink, varying in intensity with the weather, but al­ 
ways maintaining their pleasing pastel shadings. 
The vigorous, erect, well-branched, four to six foot 
plants, thickly set with their enormous blooms, will attract 
a great deal of attention, not only because of the size and 
distinct coloring of the flowers, but because the plant itself 
is attractive. Well-clothed, with oval-shaped light green 
leaves, it is a prolific bearer of bloom. This is somewhat sur­ 
prising for a variety with such large blossoms, but as many 
as 45 roses have actually been counted at one time on a 
single plant. 
MEDALLION blooms have a mild, subtle, fruity fra­ 
grance, and are borne usually individually on 12-18 inch 
stems. The shapely, two to three inch, long pointed buds 
open to roses that vary greatly in color with the season 
delicate apricot-buff in the spring and summer, gradually 
deepening and adding pink until, in the cool fall weather, 
MEDALLION becomes definitely a distinct apricot-pink. 
William W arriner of Tustin, California, Director of Re­ 
search for the Jackson & Perkins Company, is the hybridizer 
of this new beauty, whose parents are South Seas (from 
whom it no doubt gets its huge flowers) and the golden 
Kings Ransom — both outstanding roses, and both fragrant. 
The plant of M EDALLION has good resistance to the 
rose diseases, and is lightly thorned. The blooms last well on 
the plant, aging attractively and dropping cleanly. 


Recently this last winter, M EDALLION received a Gold 
Certificate of Award from the City of Portland, and has an 
AARS rating of 8.5 out of a possible 10. 
GYPSY (Plant Patent Applied For) At the All-America 
Rose Selections New Rose Awards Luncheon last June, where 
this hybrid tea 1973 winner made her debut, G YPSY was 
magnificent. 
Ollie W eeks and his equally hard-working wife, Verona, 
from the firm of W eeks Wholesale Rose Growers, originators 
of this variety, brought in a huge bouquet of long-stemmed, 
brilliant scarlet G Y P S Y that had been forced as a green­ 
house rose. This garden rose appeared as graceful and beauti­ 
ful as the finest greenhouse forcing rose, which demonstrates 
the versatility of the variety. 
In the 112 AARS accredited Public Rose Gardens last 
summer, beds of this winner were everything that could be 
desired of a good garden rose — strong growth, bushy plants, 
numerous blooms at all times, and a brilliant scarlet color.
